ing of the Burgess and Commission­ 
ers of Funkstown, held 
this week, it 
was decided by that body to instruct 
its attorney, Omer T. Kaylor, to pro­ 
ceed with the preparation of a bill 
in equity-asking the court to issue an 
injunction to restrain the Sewerage 
Commission of Hagerstown and other 
Hagerstown officials from dumping un­ 
treated sewage 
into the 
Antietam 
creek. 
The m atter was brought up 
by 
Commissioner William 
Wolfe, whose 
home is near the Antietam 
creek, 
and who stated 
th a t conditions, 
at 
times, are very bad. 
He described 
Sunday, Juno 17, as the worst day he 
has ever experienced along the creek 
since H agerstown 
began 
dumping 
sewage in the creek. 
He stated th a t 
the odor was terrible, and that it per­ 
meated the whole neighborhood of his 
home. 
Drawings for a fine mesh screen as 
the first unit of the disposal plant of 
the Hagerstown sewerage system are 
being prepared by City Engineer John

BASS SEASON TO OPEN 


Resume Shows Many Bills Were 
Passed Benefiting the 
Countryman. 


Britain's

WIDE RANGE OF SUBJECTS 


Hardest Fought Measure Was That of 
Daylight Saving. State to Help Pay 
For Fencing. 


Farm ers of Adams county as well 
as those of the State fared well 
at 
the hands of the recent legislature, a 
resume of bills affecting their inter­ 
ests reveals. 
The measures, relating 
either directly or indirectly to the 
rural citizens, ran the gamut from 
dogs to fences anil embrace a wide 
range of subjects. 
One of the hardest fought legisla­ 
tive battles was over the Derrick bill 
prohibiting municipalities from adopt­ 
ing daylight saving ordinances. The 
state grange, dairy interests and truck 
gardening organizations presented a 
united front for passage of the bill. 
The measure finally was passed and 
signed by Governor Pinchot. 
The farm ers also were solidly be­ 
hind the Jones bills, fixing a standard 
of b utterfat for ice cream and prohib­ 
iting the sale of tilled milk or filled 
milk products. 
Another 
milk bill 
passed was the Smith skim milk aet 
which defines condensed, concentrated 
and evaporated 
skimmed milk, and 
prescribes the content of total solids. 
It requires such milk to be sold in cer­ 
tain sized cans and fixes the minimum 
size containers in which it may 
be 
sold and prescribed the 
method of 
labelling. 
0 
In classifying legislation affecting 
agriculture, the departm ent of agri­ 
culture has enum erated among others 
the following measures:

of tho switch over by tho Gettysburg 
Electric 
Company to the new high 
tension service line of approximately 
1,500 horsepower. 
The 
cut into the new 
ara! more 
adequate wire 
was scarcely n o tic e d 
in Gettysburg, since it was done at 
a time when 
industries were quiet 
and 
when most of the 
inhabitants 
were sleeping. 
An entire new line was built from 
New Oxford to Gettysburg in order 
lo provide the 
additional power to 
meet the growing 
demands of this 
community. 
It is known as a 
No. 2 
line and has three times the kilowatt 
capacity of the line now in operation 
here and carrying the current from 
Hanover to Gettysburg. 
The first part of the new line from 
Hanover to New Oxford was built a 
couple of 
years ago,

have just been made in

end also. 
With the

end, the new line to G ettysburg rep­ 
resents a total 
expenditure of 
a p ­ 
proximately $60,000, 
Manager G ar­ 
rett states.

power from 
Hanover 
to Gettysburg 
has 
been 
taxed 
beyond its normal 
capacity 
with the ever increasing demand on 
it largely 
through the expansion of 
the silk mill and the 
furniture fac­ 
tories, 
the new line 
will not only 
relieve this situation but will provide 
a reserve for the anticipated growth 
of Gettysburg in the 
immediate fu­ 
ture visioned by the G ettysburg Elec­ 
tric coni pa ny. 
The service will be 
transferred to the new line Sunday 
morning 
and the old line, 
while it 
will also be kept in 
constant oper­ 
ation, will act 
largely as a reserve 
in case of emergency 
or a break in 
the new line.

Briefly stated, the Edison-Ford plan 


provides tor Government warehousing 
of basic commodities, against which 
currency would be loaned to the pro- 
ducer without interest, up to half the 
average value of the products for the 
previous 
twenty-five 
years. 
This 


currency would be cancelled as the 
commodities were , withdrawn and 
passed into trade. 
On the other half of 


the value the producer would receive 
"equity certificates" which he 'could 
sell or use for bank loatia. On these 
points Mr. Foster says: " 


Upsetting Price Equilibrium 


"Steady price levels depend mainly 


on the balance between the volume 
of .goods on the market and the vol- 
ume of money offered for goods. 
The Edison plan is designed express- 
ly to upset the balance. A farmer de- 
livers. say, two thousand bushels ot 
wheat to the Goverment warehouse 
and the Government delivers one 
thousand dollars' in new money to the 
fanner. 
When the farmer sells the 


wheat he repays the loan and the Gov- 
ernment destroys the money. 
Thus 


the volume of money is Increased 
precisely when goods are stored; and 
the volume of money is decreased pre- 
cisely/when these goods are marketed. 
In other words, each transaction be- 
gins by placing in circulation goods 
without money to match the goods. 
Dollar demand is created as the sup- 
ply of goods is withdrawn; the sup- 
ply of goods Is created as dollar de- 
mand is withdrawn.

Fall to Aid Farmer. 


Th* way th* Edison-Ford “commod­ 
ity money** schem e, alme J to stabilise 
v m onetary values, would have exactly 
the opposite effect, Is discussed in the 
present article, which is the second In 
a series prepared by the American 
B ankers Association, reviewing the ex­ 
posure of the weaknesses of the plan 
as presented by W illiam T. Foster, Di­ 
rector of the Pollack Foundation for 
Economic Research. 
Briefly stated, the Edison-Ford plan 
provides for Governm ent warehousing 
of basic com modities, against which 
currency would be loaned to the pro­ 
ducer without interest, up to half the 
average value of the products for the 
prevloua 
twenty-five 
years. 
This 
currency would be cancelled as the 
com m odities 
were , withdrawn 
and 
passed into trade. 
On the other half of 
the value the producer would receive 
“equity certificates” which he could 
•ell or use for bank loans. 
On these 
points Mr. Foster says: 
U psetting Price Equilibrium 
“Steady price levels depend mainly 
on the balance between the volume 
of goods on the m arket and the vol­ 
ume 
of money 
offered 
for 
goods. 
The Edison pisa Is designed express­ 
ly to upset the balance. A farm er de­ 
livers, say, two thousand bushels of 
w heat to the Goverm ent warehouse 
and 
the 
Governm ent 
delivers 
one 
thousand dollars In new money to the 
farm er. 
When the farm er sells the 
w heat he repays the ioan and the Gov­ 
ernm ent destroys the money. 
Thus 
the volume of money is Increased 
precisely when goods ere stored; and 
the volume of money is decreased pre­ 
cisely/when these goods are m arketed. 
In other words, each transaction be­ 
gins by placing In circulation goods 
without money to m atch the goods. 
Dollar demand Is created as the sup­ 
ply of goods is w ithdraw n; the sup­ 
ply of goods Is created as dollar de­ 
mand Is withdrawn. 
“Would it enable the fan n er to bor­ 
row more money on 
his 
products 
than he can now borrow?

Edison contends th at farm ers would

Edison plan, the Governmenl would 
make unsound loans. 
“N either Mr. Edison nor Mr. Ford 
can consistently contend th a t banka 
now refuse to m ake sound loans, for 
that 1b the way banks m ake m ost of 
their profits, and Mr. Edison and Mr. 
Ford have no doubt that banks are 
conducted for profit. 
It follows that 
the plan would yield larger loans to 
farm ers only lf the Governm ent m et 
the risks of unsound banking. In that 
case 
all 
that 
insolvent 
borrowers 
gained would be paid by the rest of 
the population, which, to say the least, 
is not a fair deal 
Cutting Dowry Farm C redit 
“Apparently, however* the Govern­ 
m ent Is not expected to ran m any. 
risks, for the farm er Is allowed to 
borrow an am ount no greater than 
one half the average value of his 
product for the previous twenty-flve 
years. 
But prices have risen *o high 
since I SD* that the fanner could bor­ 
row os most products much less than 
half the present value of the products. 
It would be much less, therefore, 
than the farm er could borrow directly 
from the banks on graded products; 
on products not graded no Govern­ 
m ent loans would be made, for there 
would toe no way of determ ining the 
twenty-five-year price average. 
“However, the farm er, having ob­ 
tained 
the 
stipulated 
Governm ent 
loan on his goods, could then offer his 
equity certificate to a bank for an ad­ 
ditional loan. 
But the equity certifi­ 
cate Is virtually a second m ortgage, 
and no bank would prefer a second1 
m ortgage to a first mortgage. 
“Suppose the Old N ational Bank 
was willing to lend a farm er eight 
hundred 
dollars 
on 
one 
thousand 
bushels of wheat. 
Suppose, however, 
the farm er deposited the w heat In a 
Federal warehouse a*d obtained five 
hundred dollars from the Government. 
Certainly the bank would not lend 
he farmer three hundred dollar* on 
the equity certificate. 
The protec­ 
tion of the bank would be greater ll 
the farm er relied on the bank for the 
entire loan; for In th at case the bank 
could realize on its security without 
being obliged to pay five hundred dol­ 
lars to get the wheat out of Govern­ 
m ent storage. 
The farm er can now 
borrow m ore money from a bank on 
standardized 
farm 
product* 
than 
under the Edison plan.*

Impressed by the fact that 50 to TO per 
eent of school children are to some extent 
ph yideally defective—a portion having 
curvature of the spine o#4ther less obvious 
deformities, while fully two per cent 
suffer from diseases of tile heart—phy­ 
sicians of Minneapolis have introduced a 
new system of physical examination. 
Chief among the new (devices for this pur­ 
pose is an X-ruv camera for taking pic­ 
tures of a child's heart wnile he is engaged 
in pedaling a stationary bicycle. 
By means of a metal framework the 
body of the child is made to support the 
picture-taking apparatus, so arranged that 
the Ikix containing the X-rav tube hangs 
on his back, whereas the film holder is 
suspended in front of the heart region. 
The child is then directed to “ ride" the 
bicycle as fast and hard as he can, and the 
picture of the heart is taken w bile he is in 
action. 
Changes in size mid shape, which 
help to tell the Story of health or disease, 
are thus easily recorded.
